T o t h e Editor of THE SENTINEL; 


Since I wrote last I have seen and 
talked with three men who, I think it 
can be safely said, stand at the head of 
the executive, the fiuanoial and the leg- 
islative management of the government. 
The first is, of course, His Excellency 
President Cleveland, the second Secre- 
tary Manning, and the third Senator 
John Sherman, president of the senate. 
The latter is so well known on account 
of his long and distinguished career as a 
public man that I know I can say noth- 
ing new about him. 
I saw him in the 
senate the day he spoke upon the rights 
of the senate to call upon the president 
for all information he might possess con- 
cerning the fitnets and qualifications of 
appointees for ofl&ce, and it is only nec- 
essary to say that when he talks senators 
listen as well as people in the galleries, 
for he is strong in argument and gives 
the subject all the careful thought and 
investigation that it may deserve. I saw 
him the same evening at a reception at 
his own home, standing beside his wife, 
with a cordial greeting for every one who 
came in. 
Here in stature he towers 
above the tallest, as he undoubtedly 
does in ability and experience over a ma- 
jority of the senators in the senate. John 
Sherman ranks among the ablest men of 
the country as a legislator and financier. 
Our sister state can well be proud of her 
representative 
that she has kept «o 
long in the upper house. 


At his reception I had quite a pleasant 
talk with Lieutenant Greely, of Arctic 
fame, and I also met Senators Harrison, 
Mahone, 
Evarts and Manderson, Chief 
Justice Waite, a $19,000,000 man, John 
B. Alley, and many other distinguished 
people. 
Rich and beautiful were the 
toilets of the ladies, but A^rs. Mahone, 
a handsome woman, made the great dis- 
play of diamonds. 
In fact, my eyes 
were so dazzled and my mind so occupied 
in estimating their value, that I almost 
forgot where I was. Since her husband, 
the senator, bravely fought on the rebel 
side, but finally went down in defeat, he 
must have been very fortunate as a 


ZQoney getter, for he lives in princely 
style and drives the finest span of horses 
in the city. 


The voters of his state recently struck 
him a political blow between the eyes 
that staggers him for a time, and will 
soon end his senatorial career; but per- 
haps, like Banquos' ghost, he will not 
stay down any great length of time. 


My father being always a weksome vis- 
itor at the treasury department, we did 
not have to wait long to see Mr. Man- 
ning after our cards were sent in. 


I can readily understand why the 
president 
appointed his friend, Mr. 
Manning, secretary of the treasury since 
I have seen him. Except in the features 
of the face they are as much 
alike as 
Kobson and Crane in the "Two Dro- 
mios." 
Mr. Manning strikes me as be- 
ing a capable, self-reliant man. He is 
large, weighing not less than 225 pounds, 
is easy and pleasant in his manner, and, 
while he does nit fijd his position a bed 
of roses, he will undoubtedly be equal 
to every emergency that may occur. 
In addition to being an editor, and 
the 
managing 
politician in Albany, 
he 
was 
the 
president 
of 
the 
best bank in that city. 
With a capí tal 
of three hundred thousand, he has ac- 
cumulated a surplus fund of $á50,000. 
He said to us that he wanted the coun- 
try to have all the silver that could be 
used; that he was a bi-metalist, but he 
was opposed to one standard, and that 
silver instead of gold. 


At the executive mansion we walked 
np the flight of stairs that have been 
trod by many presidents and by millions 
of politicians, ofSce seekers and those 
like myself, ouiions to see a president. 
My f aUker recalled the sight he onoe wit- 
nessed, when the daughter of Mrs. Bur- 
ratt laid upon the stairs, we^^ing and al- 


most fainting, after seeking President 
Johnson in vain to spare her mother's 
life. 
The people then seemed to demand 
a sacrifice and Mr. Johnson believed 
Mrs. Surrat guilty with others in plot- 
ting the assassination of President Lin- 
coln. 
' B a t many, many times 
after- 
ward did he regret that he did not re- 
lieve her from the death sentence, for, 
although she was intimately acquainted 
with the assassins, it was doubtful 
whether she was at all guilty of partici- 
pation in that horrible deed. 


From the general 
reception room, 
where many visitors wait, we passed 
through the cabinet room into the large 
oval red room, occupied most of the 
time by the president. 
Here he receives 
his 
visitors in the only 
democratic 
way, 
first 
come 
first 
served. 
As 
many 
were 
ahead 
of 
us 
I had a fine opportunity of watching him 
for at least half an hour, and know with 
what attention he listened to Senators 
Beck, of Kentucky, Voorhees, of In- 
diana, and several other members of 
congress, and how easily he turned any 
one off when he knew they were through 
or ought to be, and passed on to the 
next. 
Pleasantly and gracefully he re- 
ceived a party of ladies, and from a very 
thoughtful and serioiia expression of 
countenance he can break into a laugh 
so hearty that his whole manner shows 
that he thoroughly enjoys it. I told him 
I did not want to return to the banner 
democratic county of Indiana without 
being able to say I had seen the presi- 
dent, to which he replied: 
" I am glad 
you have called to see me," and had a 
pleasant word to say about my votiug 
for a democratic candidate for president. 


What a hard worked man he must be, 
I thought to myself, receiving hundreds 
of people every day, talking to them on 
all kinds of subjects, and at the same 
time having to consider and to be held 
responsible for all the vast 
executive 
business of this great country; abused 
by some of those who ought to stand by 
him, simply because he does not think 
as they do upon the silver or some other 
question; expected by some to change 
all the office-holders in one year, and 
cen.-^ared by others because he m s ^ s 
changes as fast as he does; held respon- 
sible for the character and fitneae of ev- 
ery oflSce-holder, when he is frequently 
deceived by those 
upon 
whom 
he 
relies for recommendations, and ought 
to trust. 
Verily, a president's lot is not 
an easy one, and commencing with a 
change of party, his position is harder 
to fill than that of any president since 
Mr. Lincoln; but I feel confident that 
the party made no mistake when they 
selected him, and that his aim will be to 
keep his party true to the fundamental 
principles of government that kept it in 
power for so many years prior to the 
war. 
President Lincoln defined democ- 
racy to be: "Thegovernment of the peo- 
ple, by the people, for the people;" and 
Theodore Parker said it meant, 'not I am 
as good as yon are, but you are as good 
as I am.' 
Verily, if the party assumes 
the name it ought to strive to realize its 
meaning. I believe President Cleveland 
will do all in his power to make it 
worthy of perpetuation.

An Adding- Machine. 


IT is announced that C. G. Spaulding, 
of Springfield, Mass., after twelve yoai-s 
of laborioTis ap])lication, has perfected 
an adding machine which is a marvel of 
ingenuity and precision. It is described 
by the iiiiringiield IiejnibJiraii as «-asLHl 
; in a wooden l)Ox about eight inches 
i sijuare and three deep. 
On liftinpr the 
cover the interior is seen to hold an 
enameled white sm-face on which are 
i two dials, and which shows the brass 
keyboard in the lower left hand corner. 
The larger dial of the two is on the 
left of the machino, and is divided into 
. 100 sections. 
The rim of the smaller 
dial is cut into twenty sections. The 
hand which moves about tlui first dial 
; is called the unit i)oint('r. 
That which 
j moves about the smaller one is called 


j the hundreds pointer. 
A little finger 
pla^i on the brass keyboard makes the 
j object of the dials and the reason of 
I the jiointers' names quickly understood. 
Tlie keys on the board are numbered 
from one to nine, aiid are placed in 
regular order, but also in two rows—2, 
4, () and 8 being above, and the odd 
numbers below. 
Th<i key is a brass 
uju-ight, and as the linger draws on it 
a si)ring allows it to slip back toward 
the lower end of the box. 
The pulling 
of each key on the board sends the 
unit pointer along on its journey around 
the dial as many points as there are 
i units in the number of the key. Pull 
i the 9 key, and the dial set at 0 goes to 
0. 
Pvill the same key again, and the 
imit pointer moves to 18. Pull the 1, 
2, 3 keys now, and the pointer goes 
consecutively with a hop, skip and a 
jump to 24. When the unit pointer, 
j keeping np its agile 
athletics, has 
reached its starting xunnt again, there is 
a quick little motion on the right hand 
dial. 
The jjointer then has "dotted and 
gone one." The machine's 
internal 
clockwork is claimed to be more ac- 
curate than a human head can hojie to 
be. 
It isn't troubled with malaria, nor 
is it ever larger in the morning than it 
was the night before. 
All the account- 
ant has to do is to run his eye up and 
down the columns, prilling each re- 
si^ective key as he reaches the eorre- 
s]>oniling tigure. 
A day is sufficient in 
wliich tUL.-learn the keyboard, and the 
motion of the hand quickly becomes 
almost involuntai'v. 
If the machine 
fultills its i)roniise it ought to be a 
boon to clerks in hunting for an elusive 
balance.

UrrcA, N. Y., Feb. 13.—Ex-Governor 
Seymour died at 10 o'clock last night at 
the residence of his sister, Mrs. Roscoe 
Conkling. 
He began to fail perceptibly 
at 
4 
o'clock 
yesterday. 
Shortly 
afterwards he rallied a little but soon re- 
lapsed into total unconsciousness. Dur- 
ing his illness he experienced little, if 
any, physical suffering, and to-day he 
was wholly without pain. 
Mrs. Sey- 
mour, who is very ill, sat with her hus- 
band during the afternoon. 
Most of the 
time the ex-governor rested peacefully, 
and his condition could only be distin- 
guished from natural sleep by the ashen 
pallor of his countenance aed his labored 
breathing. 
At 8:30 he was sinking rap- 
idly; his pulse could scarcely be counted 
and the respiration was more and more 
difficult. 
He expired without a struggle 
and as peacefully as if sinking to sleep. 
The beginning of ex-Governor Seymour's 
physical ail m outs dated 
from a sun- 
stroke, which befel him in the summer 
of 1876, while he was at work on the 
roads of his town as pathmaster, an office 
which he was wont to say he had asked 
for. 
The immediate cause of his death 
was cerebral effusion, the usual process 
of death in old age.

GOFICIiXME\T 
OF H ASH ISO TON 
CITT. 


The government of the District of 
Columbia has been, siiun; 1.S74, in the 
hands of a commission 
appointed by 
Congress, which controls also the mu- 
nicipal affairs of the city of Washington. 
This commission, which is designated a 
"Board of Regents." 
consists of three 
jjersons, who are appointed by the 
President and confirmed by the Sen- 
ate. 
Their term of office is four years, 
and they are removable for good and 
sufficient eanse only. 
This board ex- 
ercises the chief executive autliority for 
District aad eit;>. 
Under its supervi- 
sion are a number of bureaus, eaeh con- 
trolled by a board of officers. 
These 
relate to and embrace the entire civil 
service of the District, except such as 
falls under the execvitive departments 
and the courts, and are known as the 
boards of health, education, }iolice, ex- 
cise, public works, fire, and buihlings. 
They are 
all 
a2'>pointed 
by the 
regents, 
excei>t 
the 
Board 
of 
Education, part of whose members are 
elected by the inhabitants of the Dis- 
trict ; and the Board of Public Works, 
whose controlling officer is aj^pointed 
by the President 
from the engineer 
corps ot the army. 
All these officers 
have a certain tenure of office, but may 
be removed by the regents for cause. 
There is also a municipal court, which 
has exclusive ci'vil jurisdiction in matters 
noncognizable by justices of the peace, 
and any judge of this court may be de- 
signated by the Supreme Court of the 
District to hold a term and sessions of 
the police court 
if necessary. The 
taxes 
of 
the 
city 
and 
District 
are apportioned by assessors 
chosen 
by the Board of Regents, and are 
collected under the superWsion of the 
collector of internal 
revenue for the 
District, and by him are paid into the 
United 
States 
Treasiiry. 
All other 
sums collected, for fines, etc., are also 
paid into the United States Treasury, 
and all payment of salaries, etc., or for 
necessary municipal expenses, are made 
from the United States Treasury. Each 
year the Board of Regents makes a 
report to the President concerning their 
service for the year past, the Applica- 
tion of public moneys, etc., and this re- 
]iorL must be submitted to CongrtSS for 
approA al.—In ter Ocea n.

Costly Churclies. 
[Detroit Free Press.] 


A subject which is interesting the clergy 
at the East is the attitude of the churci» 
toward the labor question. It has been 
discovered that the lack of harmony in 
the relations between capital and labor in 
every-day life extends to their 
relations 
in the churches. 
The efforts of the pul- 
pit to persuade their hearers that all men 
are brothers carry less conviction 
than 
they did; and the pulpit is casting about 
anxiously for a remedy. 


It is not likely that any complete rem- 
edy will be found in anything that t h e 
pulpit can do alone; but it can do mueb 
in the direction of a remedy by preaching 
a crusade against the building of costly 
church structures, or in demanding that 
such structures Avhen built shall b« abso- 
lutely free. 


There is no place where iuAddious dis- 
tinction between capitalist and working- 
man, between employer and employed, 
is less appropriate than ^n the house of 
worship. 
Here, if anywhere, they should 
stand upon 
terms of perfect 
equality. 
Yet there is no place in our social system 
where the distinction is more 
strongly 
I marked. 
In the costly church of t h e 
, period the uorkingman who Avishes to 
! worship has his choice of two alternatives, 
i He can either get a cheap a n i inferior 
! slip, consistent with his income, or ac- 
j cept the free seat Avhich even the costliest 
• c h u r c h e s usually provide. 
I n e i t h e r case 
i h e classifies himself as a n h u m b l e w o r - 
I s l u p c r or a p a u p e r ; a n d this n o self-re- 
specting w o r k i n g m a n can atTord to d o o r 
I will do. T h e result is t h a t h e e s c h e w s 
t h e costly c h u r c h altogether a n d e i t h e r 
worships in a church by himself or re- 
frains frotu worship altogether. 
I 
In either event the ditFerence between 
capital and labor is widened and t h e 
ho.stility strengthened, and if the church 
I does not wish to be held responsible in a 
measure for such widening and strength- 
ening, it must mend its ways. 


The costly church, with its accompani- 
ments of a costly service and high 
slip- 
rents is a mistake. 
At its best it is a relic 
of the days before man had learned that 
the highest service of the Highest is t h e 
service of humanity. 
At its worst it is 
the ostentation of Avealth in a place AA'here 
ostentation is desecration. 
If the church 
wants to do its best, not only for the heal 
ing of the breach between capital and 
laloor, but for the enlargement in every 


Avay of its mission, it will build in t h e 
future cheaper buildings and more of 
them.

Some one recently made publicly the 
remark that if the who!« human 
race 
were divided into families of five persons 
each, the State of Texas is large enough 
to supply half an acre of land to each 
family. The statement surprised 
some 
people, and not a few of them 
declared 
hastily, without performing the necessary 
calculations, that it could not be true. 


But it is true. 
There are supposed to 
be about fourteen hundred million per- 
sons living on the globe. A half-acre to 
each family of five would require one 
acre for ten persons, or one hundred and 
forty million acres in all. The area of 
Texas is more than two hundred and 
sixty-two thousand square 
miles, or 
nearly one hundred and eighty-eight 
million acres. 


Consequently there would be a surplus 
of almost twenty-eight millions left OA'er 
after every 
family was provided for, 
which would be sufliicient for four or five 
times the jjresent population of the 
United States. 


Not many 
people realize how little 
space A v o u l d be needed to accommodate 
the whole human race, assembled in one 
place. 
Suppose we were to fancy every 
human being forming one of a vast con- 
gretration, seated in fourteen 
hundred 
million easy chairs, each occupying a 
square yard of ground space. 


As there are nearly three million one 
hundred 
thousand square yards in a 
square mile, that number representé the 
size of the congregation that could be 
seated 
upon it under the conditions 
named; and the whole human family 
could be gathered on a tract of four hun- 
dred and 
fifty-two 
square 
miles—ox 
twenty-one and a q darter miles each way. 


Less than two-fifths of the area of the 
little State of Rhode Island would suffice 
to give comfortable seating-room to the 
whole human race. 
One-twelfth of the 
area of Rhode Island would be enough to 
afford standing-room, as people stand in 
a crowd, without crushing—to every man, 
woman and child on the face of ths 
globe.

Preached February 7. 


BROOKLYN, N. Y., February 7.—The 
Rev. T. DeWitt Talma^'e preached to-da} 
in the Brooklyn Tabernacle, the fifth o 
his series of sermons on " Tlie ^larriajr« 
Ring," the subject being " Duties o 
Husbands to Wives." 
Before the ser 
mon he explained the twenty-third chap 
ter of Genesis, concerninfr Abraham' 
admiration of Sarah, her a<;e, the onl; 
woman's age mentioned in the Bible, im 
plying that inquisitiveuess on that sub 
ject is an impertinence. 
The hymn sun; 
was: 


" Blest be <hp fie that bind« 


Our hearts in Christian love." 


The text of the sermon was from Gen 
esisxxix, 63: "And Isaac went out t< 
meditate in the field at even-tide : and 
he lifted up his eyes and saw, and, be 
iiold, the camels were coming." 
Follow 
ing is the sermon in full: 


A bridal pageant on the 
backs oí 
camels ! The camel is called the ship • » 
the desert. 
Its swinging motion in the 
distance is suggestive of a vessel risinijf 
and falling with the billows. 
Thougii 
awkward, how imposing these creatures 
as they move along, whether in ancient 
or modern times, sometimes carrying 
four hundred or four thousand travelers 
from Bagdad to Aleppo, or from Bassora 
to Damascus. 
In my text comes a cara- 
van. 
We notice the noiseless step of the 
broad foot, the velocity of motion, the 
gay caparison of saddle and girth and 
awning, sheltering the riders from the 
Bun, and the hilarity of the mounted 
passengers, and we cry out: " Who are 
they ?" 
Well, Isaac has been 
praying 
for a wife, and it is time he had one, for 
he is forty years of age ; and his servant, 
directed ijy the Lord, has made a selec- 
tion of Rebekah ; and with her compan- 
ions and maidens she is on her way to 
her new home, carrying with her the 
blessing of all her friends. 
Isaac is in 
the fields meditating upon his proposed 
passage from celibacy 
to 
monogomy. 
And he sees a speck against the sky, 
then grouj)S of people; ^ d after a while 
he finds that the grandest earthly bless- 
ing that ever comes to a man is approach- 
ing with this gay caravan. 
The drivers 
cry, "Kneel!" to tlie camels, and they 
kneel; and putting foot on the neck of 
the stooping beast the bride dismounts 
and greets the man who was as worthy of 
her as she was worthy of him. 
" And 
Isaac went out to meditate in the field at 
even-tide ; and he lifted up his eyes and 
Baw, and, behold, the camels were com- 
ing." 


In this fifth discourse on " The Mar- 
riage Ring," having spoken of the choice 
of a life-time companion, I take it for 
granted, oh, man! that your marriage 
was divinely arranged, and 
that the 
jamels have arrived from the right direc- 
tion and at the right time, bringing the 
one that was intended for your consort— 
a Rebekah, and not a Jezebel. 
I pro- 
ceed to discourse as to how you should 
treat your wife ; and my ambition is to 
tell you more plain truth than you ever 
heard in any three-quarters of an hour 
in all your life. 


RE.VLIZE YOUR RESPONSIBII.ITV. 


First of all, I charge yon realize your 
responsibility in having taken her from 
the custody, and c^re, and liomestead in 
which she was once sheltered. 
What 
courage you must have had, and what 
confidence in yourself 
to say to her

your father and mother, more than all 
the friends you had or ever can have. 
Give up everything and take me

Yoa are an immortal being, but I am 
competent to defend you and make you 
happy. 
However bright and comforta- 
ble a home you have now, and though in 
one of the rooms is the arm-chair in 
which you rocked, and in the garret is 
the cradle in which you were hushed, 
and the trundle-bed in which you slept, 
and in the sitting-room are the father 
and mother who have got wrinkle-faced 
and stoop-shouldered and dim-sighted in 
taking care of you, yet you will do better 
to come with me." I am amazed t h a t a n y 
of us ever had the sublimity of impu- 
dence to ask such a transfer from a h o m e 
assured to a h o m e conjectured and u n - 
built. 


You would think me a verj' daring 
and hazardous adventurer if I should go 
down to one of the piers on the North 
River, and at a time when there was a 
great lack of ship captains, and I should, 
with no knowledge of navigation, pro- 
pose to take a steamer across to Glasgow 
or Havre, and say, " All aboard ! Haul 
in the planks and swing out," and pass- 
ing out into the sea, plung through dark- 
ness and storm. 
If I succeeded in get- 
ting charge of one, that would be the 
ship that would never be heard of. 
But 
that is the boldness of every man that 
proffers marriage. 
He says: 
" I will 
navigate you through the storms, the cy- 
clones, the fogs of a life-time. I will run 
clear of rocks and icebergs. 
I have no

troubled waters of many a love-sick 
swain, and whether he was a bishop or 
not has obviously very little to do with 
the case. 
That he was a saint, and that 
as such he smiled on the divine passion, 
aiding and • abetting young lovers so far 
as lay in his power, is a fact that is ten- 
derly chronicled of the venerable gentle- 
man whose spirit continues to preside 
over the world every year, on the láth 
of February. 


The question of choosing loves of St. 
Valentine's festival grew directly out of 
the fact of the good saint's possessing 
such winning love and kindness. 
None 
could look upon him and decide to live 
alone. The innate sweetness of his coun- 
tenance streamed like a glory upon all 
those with whom he came in contact. 
The Roman matrons and their daughters 
must have looked with longing eyes up- 
on this living figure of love. 


There was a practice prevalent in 
Rome at the at the festival of the Lu- 
percalia, 
when the names of youn g 
women were placed in a box, from 
which they were taken by young men 
who drew them solely by chance. 
This 
was considered a pagan ceremony, the 
early pastors endeavoring to break it up 
but failing in the attempt. 


Early valentines were sent in the form 
of gifts, such as garters, gloves and 
jewelry. 
For many years comic valen 
tines have been regularly sent over the 
country as a means of burlesquing fper 
sonal peculiarities, or of perpetrating 
practical jokes. 


As for love breathing valentines, they 
have been manufactured of lace paper 
for years, some of them being .very ex 
quisite in their way, but they are now 
quite de trop, having been succeeded by 
beautiful chromo picture cards, which 
are now all the rage. 
In the rural dis 
tricts lovers continue to send their Dul 
cinas gifts, such as ribbons and gloves 
on St. Valentine's day, but city customs 
have set the mode at exquisite picture 
cards, nothing else being 
considered 
stylish or in good taste. 


T H E FIRST .STEP 


111 the Training of Young Con- 
verts by One of Our City 
Pastors. 


The editor of the Christian 
Herald, 
one of the leading Baptist papers in this 
country, sent a request to Rev. S. A 
Northrop, of this city, to furnish his 
views on what should be the first steps 
in the training of young converts. He 
replied as follows: 


1. The pastor should see that each one 
has a reference Bible. Teach how to use 
it. 
Have Bible reading for them. 


2. Place in their hands denomination- 
al "Articles of Faith." Encourage famil- 
iarity with cardinal doctrines. 
Have 
them study proof-texts, that they may b® 
"ready to give a reason of the hope that 
is in them. 


3. The committee on reception of 
members should never be a standing 
committee,' not always adapted to every 
case; this committee should continue af- 
ter the convert's baptism to look after 
their spiritual welfare. 


4. 
Pastors 
and deacon® and their 
wives should know the peculiar sur- 
roundings of young converts; have their 
names, street and number of residence 
(if in a city) printed on a card, to be 
used by the membership for immediate 
calling. 


5. I would puggest that during the 
first months of christian life the pastor 
give them an hour weekly, training them 
in clearer views of faith and practice, 
duty and responsibility, benevolence and 
missions; teach loyalty to Christ and His 
church; that they are saved to serve; in- 
duce them in these convert meetings to 
witness for their Master, and to pray, 
though but in broken sentences. Fellow- 
ship with those who have been led to 
Christ at the same season gives inspira- 
tion for development and christian en- 
deavor in the new life. 


6. 
After a special work of grace, an 
"Introduction Social" affords excellent 
opportunity for the membership to be- 
come. personally acquainted with the 
newcomers. 
At once they see the bless- 
ings of a church home. 
Their spiritual 
life, by healthy social influences, is stim- 
ulated. 
"Blest be the tie that binds." 


7. 
Invite 
those below thirty-five 
years of age to become members of the 
the Young People's Society, for spiritual 
intellectual and 
social 
improvement. 
Put the young men converts on a pro- 
gram (have it printed on a neat folder) 
to lead the spiritual meetings of the so- 
ciety. I would^place their names at the 
latter part, so that they may learn and 
see how the older ones lead. 
The pastor 
should give them aid on the subject they 
are to talk about, at least a week before 
they are to lead the meeting.

Breathes His Last at His Sister's

Seymour died at 10 o'clock last night at 
the residence of his siater, Mrs. R0»coe 
Oonkling.

afterwards ho rallied a little but soon re- 
lapsed into total unconsciousness. Dur- 
ing his illness he experienced little, if 
any, physical ssffering, and to-day he 
was wholly without pain. Mrs. Sey- 
mour, who is very ill, sat with her hus- 
band during the afternoon. Moat of the 
time the ex-governor reared peacefully, 
and his osndition could only, be diatiu- 
guished from natural sleep by the ashen 
pallor of his countenance aed his labored 
breathing. At 8:30 he was sinking rap- 
idly; his pulse could scarcely be counted 
and the respiration was more and more 
difficult. Ho expired without a struggle 
and aa peacefully as if linking to sleep. 
Tho beginning of ex-Governor Seymour* 
physical ailmonfa dated from "a sun- 
stroke, which betel him in the summer 
of 1876, while he was at work on tho 
roads of hia town as pathmaster, an office 
which he was wont to say he had asked 
for.
